Fowl Movements 


When it comes to God, there is only one way - through Jesus Christ. 

Beware of various "movements" springing up everywhere, especially 
within churches. 

No matter how good a "movement" sounds, it will always be found, in 
the end, to be a very subtle and deceptive "movement" away from 
the narrow path, the only way. Jesus plainly told us in His Word that 
He is the way and the truth and the life. The Bible lays it all out for 
everyone to see, and, as of this writing, it's still very easy to obtain 
and read. 

The problem with movements (as they are called) within churches 
and believers is they take the focus off of Jesus, and the things He 
gave us in His Word. The focus of a movement is dangerous in that it 
puts a certain spin on whatever truth it found in the Bible, magnifying 
that certain thing, and making it into more than it was intended to 
be. 

For example, the Bible talks about marriage, and several verses and 
passages set forth instructions for marriage in the Christian faith. 
Instructions for husbands, instructions for wives. Thank You Jesus. 
But a movement may come along, taking those biblical instructions, 
and turning it into a club, focusing on purity, modesty, homemaking, 
childrearing, etc. Books are written and sold, women are encouraged 
and validated in their goals to live righteously, in God's will. This 
would be fine, if kept simple. But the problem is, biblical topics are 
being expounded and expanded into more than they should be, 
paving the way for the sin of idolatry. 


This can be a stumbling block for the new believer, and cause them 



to veer off the biblical narrow path, which is laid out plain and simple 
for everyone. 

Men's movements, women's movements, this or that 
movements...word of faith movement... the list goes on and on. 
Beware. Keep your faith simple and real. 

I suggest a new "movement" - the Pick Up Your Bible, Read It, and Do 
What It Says movement. 

We're always seeking something new, but Jesus never changes. He 
is King of Kings, Lord of Lords, the Good Shepherd, and He wants us 
all to move closer to Him, learn of Him, and follow Him. 

This is the best movement any human being can make.
